by addicts. And while cocaine has replaced 
Ritalin for the most part, Pagliaro knows of 
some parents who pilfer and inject their 
kids’ prescriptions. 

And there is a growing body of anecdotal 
evidence suggesting some kids abuse their 
own prescriptions. But Pagliaro doesn’t see 
the increase in Ritalin prescriptions as a dis- 
aster waiting to happen. Instead, he sees it 
as evidence of a disaster occurring before 
our eyes. 

“It is an indicator that a disaster has 
already happened. The disaster is that the

said. 

Diagnosis of attention-deficit/- 
hyperactivity disorder, Pagliaro 
declares, “is the weakest link in the 
clinical chain of events.” General 
practitioners are making diagnoses 
that psychologists are best qualified 
to make, and Pagliaro estimates that 
up to 50 per cent of AD/HD diagnoses 
are incorrect. 

But Dr. Keith Goulden, associate pro- 
fessor of pediatrics and medical director of 
the school-aged neurodevelopmental assess- 
ment clinic at Glenrose Rehabilitation 
Hospital, says statistics on Ritalin prescrip- 
tions suggest the disorder is being managed 
properly. 

“If we take a conservative number of five 
to 10 per cent of people having AD/HD, we 
are treating one in three and that is about 
right,” Dr. Goulden said. “Not everybody 
who meets the diagnostic criteria gets treat- 
ment.” 

Goulden suggests careful screening of 
patients is a must before recommending 
Ritalin, because there may be other factors 
behind a student's problems. Ritalin is too 
easy an answer, he says, because it may not 
address the root of a student's problem. 

“The concern about the medication is that 
it works. That is where the problem starts. 
Stimulation medication improves attention 
and it works regardless of what your prob- 
lem is . . . if anything it (Ritalin) works too 
well.” 

Leesa Kazeil, a special-ed teacher for 13 
years who now works as a consultant on 
programming for student differences with 
Edmonton Public Schools, knows there are 
options beside Ritalin. 

With an accurate diagnosis and the right 
dosage, Ritalin can make an important dif- 
ference ina child's life, she said. 

But there are other measures that can be 
taken too, working on behavior modific 
tion through classroom seating 







What's 
important, 
Kazeil says, is that parents, teachers and the 
medical community work together. 

And an Edmonton firm, Wavepoint 
Systems Inc., has begun offering neuro-feed- 
back sessions that teach AD/HD patients to 
alter their brain waves — giving them a life- 
long skill to manage their condition. The 
company won't take a stand on the drug one 
way or another because they recognize it is 
a tool that helps some kids get by. 

“We depend a lot on the medical commu- 
nity to have all the answers, but they don’t,” 
said Daniel Lemoine, Wavepoint’s vice-presi- 
dent. 

“They have a medication, like Ritalin, that 
is a piece of the puzzle . . . medications 
change behavior, so sometimes people for- 
get to fill in the rest of the pieces.” 

That may prove to be the case for James, 
whose two children have been on Ritalin for 
three years, but have decided to start the 
school year without their medication. 

James’ son began taking the drug in junior 
high, because of his own behavior and 
because of some of his teachers’ behavior.

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Gang insider says cons lew casei

gangland insider says Edmonton police were 
Airves off about a drug distribution centre long 

before shots were fired at that north-side home 
Aug. 20. 

More than a dozen shots were fired that night. The 
targeted victim escaped with his life. Gang members 
were questioned and later released, but no arrests 
have been made. James, who has dealt with gang 
members for years, says police could have shut down 
the drug house and prevented the shooting. 

“At that location, all the money was being brought 
in. So wouldn't you want to go bust it? The police had 
that information three months ago. On the exact 
apartment. And every person who was involved there 
— and we're talking about seven people. The police 
had their cell phone numbers, they had the house 
phone number, they had every car they drive. So my 
question is this: even without the task force, why 
would they let that information fall to the ground and 
not nab them?” 

SEE posed that question to Police Chief John 
Lindsay at a news conference held on his first day 
back from an extended sick leave. When asked to 
comment, Lindsay replied: “Well I wish I could, but I 
must admit I don’t have any information at this point. 
It’s very operational — an issue like that, and having 
been away I’m sorry that I simply can’t respond to the 
question.” 

But police spokesperson Annette Bidniak con- 
firmed that police knew about goings-on at the house. 

“Sure we were aware of that location asa possible 
hot spot,” she said. The problem was, police “didn’t 
have enough to go on” to execute a search warrant. 
According to Bidniak, police “have a lot of intelli- 
gence that comes in.” But whether they can act on it 
is another story. 

“As much as people think police can march into a 
residence and deal with people they know to be crimi- 
nals, they can’t unless they have evidence that would 
stand up in court.” 

Bidniak added that theré are literally hundreds of 
hot spots and potential trouble addresses across the 
city. 

“To assume that we could have prevented what 
happened that night is misguided thinking. The man 
that was shot was a target. They wanted to get him 
and whether he lived at that address or any other cor- 
ner in the city, they would have eventually found 
him,” insists Bidniak. 

James agree with police that gang members are 
relentless in pursuing their targets. He’s been shot at 
by Asian gang members. He’s had his life threatened 
and he wears a borrowed bullet-proof vest when he 
has to go out at night. But James was willing to talk to

behind Blurtonia, is experiencing 
that moment of rock stardom that 
everyone dreams of... even as we 
speak! 

“Oh man, there are two guys, on 
the subway right now, giving me 
the devil horns, going ‘You rock’. 

This rarely happens 
to me.” 

So says Blurton on the tele- 
phone from the subway in his 
home town of Toronto, where he 
is indeed considered a rock god. 
Long favored by such mainstream 
groups as the Tragically Hip, and 
equally loved by underground 
mainstays like Dinner is Ruined 
and King Cobb Steelie, Blurton has 
never managed to translate this 
critical acclaim to any following 
beyond a small cult. Change of 
Heart released a few well-received 
albums, one considered a master- 
piece (Smile), and broke up after 
sixteen years of banging their 
heads on the punk rock. 

Disbanding the group after a dis- 
heartening cross-country jaunt, 
Blurton took very little time to 
reflect on the demise of the band 
that took up half his life. He 
packed up to work with Hayden, 
King Cobb Steelie, and Bionic, 
among other projects. 

Now he’s focused on his own 
thing, Blurtonia, and the resulting 
album, Adventures in Blurtonia. 

Where COH was art rock in 
arrangement and punk in its feroc- 
ity, Blurtonia spins wildly around 
on many different levels, touching

Business booming for bluesman Willian

hat would it take to have you 
Ws up for a couple of days 
doing improv theatre, eating 
donated food and desperately try- 
ing to stay hydrated while 
rationing your cigarettes? How 
many hours could you last? Could 
you do it in drag? If can’t do it but 
you're intrigued, you should pay to 
see it done by professionals. This 
year the Die-Nasty! Soap-A-Thon 
Viva Strath Vegas is a mere 53 
hours of pure improvised soap 
opera. It’s the longest non-stop live 

show in the world. Ever. 

Obviously, not everyone can 
stick it out for the entire show, but 
marathon performers push their 
absolute limits while on site. 
Trevor Anderson, a Die-Nasty! 
director who hasn't done the 
entire Soap-A-Thon non-stop due 
to a need for naps, talks about a 
Soap-A-Thon phenomenon called 
“going through Star Gate,” (an irre- 
versible transition in which improv 
actors perform much better once 
they've passed through, much like 
marathon runners hitting the wall): 
“If the people on stage can’t afford 
to waste a second? Then the audi- 
ence is obviously going to stay in 
the moment. If they can’t afford to 
be bored, then the audience is in 
for a ride.” 

Jeff Page, an actor with the dis- 
tinction of having done the entire 
show last year along with Mark 
Meer, Patti Stiles and Dana 
Andersen, compares the experi-

ence to a vision quest. 

“It’s the same sort of connection 
that you have with your university 
friends doing drugs for the first 
time. You're part of the special 
club and you're at the height of 
your potential.” 

It's a special club indeed that 
participates in the Gratuitous 
Nudity Hour. One of many tradi- 
tions in the Soap-A-Thon (includ- 
ing the Hour of Forbidden Improv 
Characters and a G-rated hour), 
the GNH is a draw for audience 
members and actors alike.

Known for his simple lines and 
strong inking, Herge was also the 
master of often surreal composi- 
tion. Forever faithful to the tiny, 
claustrophobically square cartoon 
panels that dominated the maga- 
zines of his formative years, Herge 
developed a keen ability to subvert 
that convention via a cinematic 
sense of framing, switching 
abruptly from subject to subject 
and utilizing the most obscure of 
angles and perspectives. In many 
of his frames, for example, the per- 
spective is such that you don’t 
even see a trace of horizon. He’d 
also skew any and all depth for 
pages on end, drawing only tight 
foreground-dominated panels. 

This meditation on the influence 
of Herge was inspired by a recent 
reading of the first issue of Chester 
Brown's Louis Riel, published by 
the Montreal-based Drawn and 
Quarterly Publications. 

Best known for Yummy Fur 
underground comics in the 1980s, 
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B/intin raised the comics har 


Brown’s funky comic biography of 
Riel shamelessly (and wondrously) 
lifts stylistic and compositional 
rifts from the work of the great 
French master. The artwork is sim- 
ple, strong, the composition is as 
surreal as Herge’s, and the story is 
told with the same jumpy irrever- 
ence as found in any vintage 
Tintin adventure. 

Like Herge, Brown is not afraid 
to take liberty with historic subject 
matter, but does have the post- 
modern good manners to include a 
detailed set of notes at the back of 
the book that lists any and all ref- 
erences used, firmly outlining 
where Brown veers from known 
historical fact. 

Alongside Brown, Drawn and 
Quarterly also publishes the work 
of Seth, notably his classic 
Palooka-Ville title. Another artist 
known for the strong, simple line, 
Seth’s work is deeper into the 
realm of the deconstructive, more 
autobiographical and psychologi- 
cal than Brown's Louis Riel.

Story of Ricky, as I'd heard it 
was a classic of the genre and 
could be enjoyed by anyone if 
they smoke enough dope first. 
And sure enough, The Story of 
Ricky changed my life. 

It’s hard to describe without 
visual representations of people 
being killed, but I’ll do my best. 
Ricky is — get this — a master 
of kung-fu. He also has supernat- 
ural strength, which allows him 
to do things like bust out of 
chains, and kick through walls, 
and punch people’s heads in half, 
He actually does this, in one of 
the several dozen truly over-the- 
top gore sequences that help 
make Ricky a flagship of its 
genre: he punches somebody’s 
head in half. He also punches 
someone’s guts out. And he pulls 
people’s limbs off. And so on. 

Ricky’s in jail, by the way, 
although he doesn't think of 
using his super-strength to 
escape from prison until the very 
end of the film. In the meantime, 
he fends off the attacks of the 
prison’s toughest inmates, as 
well as the assistant warden 
(who has a glass eye that stores 
mints), and the chief warden 
(who's some sort of demon 
who's so tough that it takes 
Ricky almost ten minutes to kill 
him). The bad guys torture Ricky 
using methods that would make 
James Bond villains have to 
excuse themselves from the 
room. At the end, Ricky — get 
this — kills them all. 

I had never seen anything 
quite so gratuitous. I highly rec- 
ommend it. If you dig the gore 
and testosterone that martial 
arts films excel at, then Ricky is 
your baby. And if that sort of 
thing turns your stomach along 
with your sensibilities — hey, it’s 
Rent the Things You Hate week, 
remember?

he term film noir literally 
Tiree “black film,” not just 

because of the prominence of 
shadows, but also because films of 
this genre hold a dim, cynical view 
of human nature. Boy meets girl, 
boy loses girl, boy gets back girl 
only to send her to the electric 
chair... . 

The golden age of noir was 1944- 
1955 (although some argue that 
the start of noir goes back as far as 
Fritz Lang's 1931 crime classic M. I 
would put forth that the last good 
noir film was John Franken- 
heimer’s 1961 flick The Young 
Savages as noir’s last hurrah), Two 
factors play heavily in the form 
and the timing. 

After the First World War, Ger- 
many had a flourishing film indus- 
try, it being one of its major 
exports of the day. Berlin’s UFA 
studios was churning out such 
silent film classics as Metropolis 
and The Last Laugh, despite the 
fact Germany was rationing elec- 
tric power after the war. Power 
for lighting was sparse (The 
Cabinet of Dr. Caligari had its 
shadows directly painted on to 
the set), so German films were 
distinct for their harsh highlights 
and copious shadows. Critics 
tagged this as a conscious esthetic 
and dubbed it expressionism. 

As the German film industry was 
starting to make talkies, the Nazis 
seized power and the cream of 
UFA fled to America. Talents such 
as Lang, Edgar G, Ulmer and Billy 
Wilder left to bring this esthetic to 
American pictures. Two such UFA 
refugees were Robert Siodmak 
and his brother Curt (Curt would 
write many a horror film for 
Universal Studios). 

The Killers, based on a story by 
Ernest Hemingway, is considered 
to be the Citizen Kane of noir. 
The film opens up somewhere 
close to the end of the story with 
washed up ex-boxer Swede (Burt 
Lancaster) murdered in his bed by 
two thugs. Insurance investigator 
Riordan (Edmond O’Brien) is 
assigned to piece the story togeth- 
er. The film is told in flashbacks 
that are delivered in no chronolog- 
ical order, like Citizen Kane. A 
flop on its initial release, the film 
had a rabid cult following that

Anna’s hus- 
band catches them together and, 
to deflect suspicion, Steve comes 
up with a plan to rob a payroll 
with him as the inside man. Things 
go wrong, a double cross is played 
out and people are killed. 

Like The Killers, Criss Cross 
relies on flashbacks to tell the 
story.
